8aid he: "Tliu Perry Ureek (iolil 
iVIiniiig Couipauy was formed, it will bo 
romeiubered, to work tho tunnel, in con- 
ac(|Uonce of the favorable reports of gold 
inineia who had previously worked at 
I'erry Creek. Fifteen ycaraagotliu uiiiie 
was worked and .?1,(X)0,000 taken out ini- 
iiiedialely below tlio tunnel. Tho tuiniul 
Ims since been worked on tho ancient 
eliainiel, now tilled up by a great iniruntain 
slide. At the coinmeneenieiit of the old 
tunnel, §700 to tlio "set, "was being taken 
out. But as they drove into the hill, the 
old channel came to a canyon, and they 
ceased to find much gold on account of 
the Miiioothness of the bedrock. Tho in- 
dividual miners, year after year, 
wmc ao iiiii)re.'4sed with the value of the 
gold lying about, that they made many 
vain attoinpta to overcome tho dilliculty 
(if the canyon; but being men without cap- 
ital or means they were forced to give it 
up, and tho ground for a time lay idle. It 
being tho oiiinion of all the old ininurs 
who had worked in the place, that could 
the canyon ho ptissed and tho ruULjh bed- 
I'ock reached, the largo deposit of gold 
would be found, which had in reality sup- 
plied the inusa of gold that hadbeen taken 
out in tho lower part of tho creek, a com- 
pany was formed to pass the ciuiyon. 

A new tunnel has been driven 675 feet. 
At 520 feet, thu bedrock was reached, but 
siiiiMitli from tliu great rise of water which 
miiat have taken ])lace, that no gold can 
lie upon it. (iold has, however, been 
found scattered evenly thrtuiglioiit tho 
gravel, and aa the tunnel prooeeda, tho 
washing out of this gravel ia paying an 
average of about $3()0 per week. This, 
miners will understand, is a sign that 
when rough bedrock is reached, an 
enoniioua cpmntily of gold may be ex- 
pected. It ia inijiossible to say definitely, 
when tho canyon will be [lasaed and the 
bedrock reached, but in the last four days 
botore Col. iJaknr left, tho bed of tho 
chainiel wiks rising five feet in twenty, 
and tho manager la of the opinion that 
when thu tup of this fall is reached, the 
canyon may bo passed and rough bed- 
r,)ck got at. 

Tho old miners who are working in tho 
tunnel, several of whom are Cariboo men, 
are very sanguine as to the great re- 
sults which await the conipany, aiul 
believe that it is merely a question of 
time and persever/mce, and oiio of tho 
richest licda of gold ever discovered in 
Britiaii Columbia will bo reached. For- 
tunately the conipanj" have, in Mr. Dow, 
Ihc! Huiieriiitondont, one of the most ex- 
perienced minora in tho province, and the 
work he' has already done in the varioua 
preparations necessary for such mining, 
haa been proiKunuaHl by the gold coiiiiiiis- 
sioner, Mr. VowcU, to bu llie licat he has 
yot Het'ii in the whole of hia experience. 
Evorylhing, thurefon^ i.s in first rale 
shape, and work can now be pro.seciiled 
day and night without delay or lundraneo. 
Tho people in that part ot Kootenay are 
greatly excited over the hopeful proapects 
of tho mine, and feel that success is at 
last approaching.

BOARD OF ALOEBHEN. 

The city fathers, in council assembled, 
mot last evening promptly at 8 o'clock, 
Mayor Grant presiding, and tho full board 
present, 

Bofori! entering on tho businoaa of the 
evening. Mayor Grant briutly referred to 
tho work to l)odono by tho council during 
tho year. The most important thing for 
tho consideration of the board, was, of 
comae, tho public honlth. To keep the 
city healthy souio ayateni of sewerage 
would of iioceaaity have to be adopted. 
Whatovor plan of sowei/ige wa.') adopted, 
it would bo for this council to carry out. 
As conii)»rod with other corporationa Vic- 
toria may be said to move in matters of 
tlii.s kiiiil somewhat slowly. Every eflbrt 
should be niaile to encourage the location 
of cruditublu and desirable industries in 
our midBt. In respect to iinancu, 
the board will be compelled to got 
together and consider the ostiinates with- 
out delay. The iiuestion of obtaining a 
loan with whioli to make certain iuiprove- 
iiienta wimld aoon come before the board, 
and it would probably bo found beit to 
arrange for the loan without providing 
any ainkiiig fund. Very much could ba 
done toward tho iiiipruvemenb of Victoria, 
owing to her peculiarly favored uituiition, 
and lie hr)ped to see many much needed 
rofornia brought about during tho y 
With roforenco to atrouts, it was very 
neoeasary to fiiriu a careful estimate of 
what is to bu done on tho atreeta, and 
how uuich can bu expended on thoni, A 
considerable sum of money must still bu 
oxpendud before tho water works system 
is complete, but no one would diajiutu 
the fact that it wiia iiionuy well expended. 
When the dead ends had ail Ijeeii 
replaced, and the Hi inch mains 
were completed into the city, thu water 
works service would ho found to bo much 
butter. A better process of tittering 
v.duld probably liavo to bo arranged in 
time. But above all things, Victoria's 
health in the future duponds upon the 
purfeetiiig of the aoworagu and wator works 
syatems of theeity, Willi duo regaril fur 
eciinomy, an effort should bo uiiidu lo still 
further extend tho syatom of electric alreet 
lighting. The tiro dopartmont would ju-o- 
bal)ly reiiuiro a now tiro engine during the 
year. Notice to amend the municipal act 
would probably be given at an early date. 
Olio disadvantage to a 8|)ecial charter 
would bo that, whonover an amondinont 
waa roiiuirod, a deposit had lirat to lie 
made, and then a largo number of pro- 
cesaes had to be gone through, involving ] 
considerable additional oxiiense. It would 
be wise to consider carefully, whether 
or not a special act would bo 
desirable. The consolidation of by-lawa 
was another iiiuUor which should bo at- 
toiidcd to witliuut delay, Tho aaaessmont 
roll should bo again revised this year. 
'I'lie Work was nece-saary, desirable, reason- 
able and fair to all.

FJiEmm TKtiTIMONY. 

Tho tendency of tho kind of education 
aceessiblo to the cliiklion of thu pooplo is, 
wusee, tho same in Franco as it is iu Cun- 
ada. It not only does not cultivate, in 
thorn, a lovo of the work by which tho 
greater number of them must eexn an 
honest liveliliood. but it creates in them a 
positive repugnance to manual labor of 
any kind. Itis not "genteel" to have hard 
iiands and to wear toil-staiiied clothes, 
and "gentility" is the god of inilliou.s of 
imperfectly luul improperly educated peo- 
ple in all parbs of tlio civili/.ed world. 
Tlieso unhai)])j' people .sec no dignity in 
labor. liuK^peiulencu has no cliarui for 
them, if it must bo achieved by working 
with their liaiul.s. The couseijueiice is 
that all the professions are overcrowded, 
and there are hundreds of applicants fur 
every situation, no matter how low the 
remuneration, or how uncortttin the ten- 
ure, the duties of which do not require 
tho man, or woman, to labor with 
his or her liiinds. This is a bad 
and an unwholesome state of things. The 
veteran French statesman, .lule.s Simon, 
attributes it to an e.vcesa of education. 
We do not believe that it is owing to too 
iiuicli education but to wrong education, 
an education which ia not adapted to tho 
positions whiuh tlioso who receive it aio to 
occupy in the world. Tho way to remedy 
It is to teach children from tho very lirst 
to work, to touch them from their earliest 
years that manual labor is not only neces- 
sary but enjoyable and h( ruble. Jules 

Simon thus deplores thetenduncy of mod- 
ern coininoii school ediu-alioii in 1'" ranee: 

"The same longing for an iille litV, un- 
der pretence id' relinement imd .■iriatiici at'.o 
ideas, drives mothers to select tho occiilia- 
tion of governess for their dauijliters. 
TMiis at hrst blu.sh sounds like a contradio- 
lion, for no more toilsomo employment 
exists. Tho reason ia that, ovoii if they 
cannot play the lady, and have thowe two 
magic wiuds, "no occupation," .after their 
iiaiiiea -which are almost the .sumo as 
ihiise blessed Words "iiiilopoiident gentle- 
man ' or "landod pro[)rieti)r" — thoy at 
least long to escape from manual labor. 
I'o work at all is humiliating. To work 
with the hands ia degrading. Tho suniu 
sentiments induces the )ieasaiits of west- 
ern and cenlr.al France to put fmlh incoii- 
coivublo eli'orta to make one of their .^oiis 
a priest. They liavo this vanity if they have 
no other. It does not come purely from 
love of religion, nor ia itsimjily inordor to 
escape from military service; it is mainly 
to make their son a "gentleman." Just 
so, ;uiicuig tho niiddlo class, a girl who is 
forced to he a teacher will not coaao to be 
i "lady. " Solliu overcrowding of tho 
ptofessiou is caused, and tho number of 
applicants is legion."

"Xenrntng a trado now isn't what It was 
^lioii I was a boy," said a prosperous Mar- 
'ket stroot (St. Louis) brush-nmkor to a 
Oloiie-Dcmocrat reporter. "I woi-kod four 
yours bo fo ro I received a cent of piiy. Now, 
a boy begins and thinlts it hard if ho can not 
not a man's wages at the tirstt and iu a fow 
months he.tbiiilcs he knows all there is. But 
about brushes'," 

Thoii ho went on to toll that thoro wore 
two .. kinds — machine iiiui liiiiul iniido. 
■ Brushes from Eastern Iimisos wm-o mostly 
, .mttCli|no-raade, but ho tui-nedoui, iiii!l;in<^ 
,;btit!iand|worlt. Beycuul thi.s c'hissiiKMtion 
. itliore" were* also siimplc mui i'omi)i)und 
' brushes. Tho foruier Imve but, oiiiMiil't, 
such as those used by piiiiiters, iiiul iire 
inado principally of the hair of ciiiuoIh, bad- 
gers or goats. Willi this Iciiul he liius noth- 
ing to do, only mukiiif,' ihiwo for whieh 
bristlOs nro reiiuireil, which are tl.'ci'd in 
the brushes' back by beiiif; what i.s tedini- 
callycuUoil "drawn." Tlie brusli-nialtor's 
wife, an expert in tlu: worlc, gave a demon- 
si ratiiu] of Ihi: priH'Css. 

Tlie liack of wlial was to be a lior.so- brush 
whrii fiiiislied was taken, Jt was full of 
siiia',1 Ik lies. In tlie beneh was a larf,'o pin, 
ariiuiiil \vliii'h was wound fiiUMvire of eop- 
l)or ami tin, made expressly for the pur- 
Jiose, tills belli;,' more tenaeious than copper 
alone, A loop in the wire was passed 
throuKli a hole in tho brush back, and a 
]iiiicli of bristles [)ut in tlu; loo|) tliat wa.s 
then drawn back ihrou<,Mi the hole, doubliuf; 
the bristles as it went. Tho bristles were 
not pidlud clear Ihi'OUKh, but tlu're were 
eiiouKh '<) lit tii,'litly in the hole. The 
wire was imlled siui.i,' by the pur- 
chase on tho' pin around which it was 
coiled, and, the operation beiiii,' repeated 
with each hole, there was a complete uiul 
uiibrcikcn iielwcn-k of wire holding' the 
bristles, in place when all was done, .-Vs 
each row of bristles wa.s secured, it was 
cut to tlie desned leii^'lh with a larije pair 
of bench shears. There only reinaincci, then, 
for a second bade and luuulle to be sewed 
oil, and the brush was ready for lio.Kiiii;. 
The woman chatted merrily, as her hands 
Hew at their task. The bristles were ar- 
ranged ill a bo.': of the right width to let 
them lie across, all the "butts" being one 
way. Hhe held a bunch in her riglil hand 
in addil ion to grasping the brush-back with 
the tirst t wo ling.'rs and thuinb, and took 
the pinch for the loop of wire with tho loft 
hand. Practice had made her perfect, and 
her raiiidity was wonderful. 

"A brush like this," said she, her words 
keeping; time wiili lior hands as they 
Hushed back and forth, "lias four hundred 
niid thirteen holes, and I can draw them iu 
nil hour. loan toll by the feeling almost 
to a single bristle whether I have picked up 
the right quantity. This drawing is tho 
Kreiu h way. You see I double the bristlo 
80 that the heavy end is saved, the top, or 
light end, being cut off. The American 
way is to put tho bristles in any way, with- 
out regard to which is the top or the butt. 
Then, when they are trimmed, there are 
two cut ends and so much more danger of 
splitting. They would not allow that in a 
French shop." 

All tho bristles for pood brushes were 
said to be imported. Those for clothes, 
hair, horse and other brushes eomo from 
Russia, and line white bristles for shaving 
and varnish brushes from France, Amer- 
ican bristles are loo short and soft to lie of 
any use e.\cept for cheap brushes, and it is 
customary to mix split whalebone with 
thciu. Hussian bri.-.tlcs cost ^- 1 .'.Ci to .*-J.'.H) 
lier pound, ami ^1,()00 worth of tlie best 
can be jiackcd in a coniinon tlinir barrel. 
The American hog is not tho right kind to 
get a good brush bristlo from. Ho is killed 
too .young for one thing, il was asserted. 
Ill Rus.sia the ho;;s arc alluwod to grow old 
and big, and tlieir loii;rest bristles will meas- 
ures inches. The ilill'creiice in wages paid 
brush-iliakers iu France and America was 
brought up. 

"The boat work," said Iho Market street 
niaiiufacturer, '■ is the tooth-brush. Wo 
don't make tlicrn ami they are not made in 
America, because it don't pay. Iii France 
Kirlsdraw them at 7 cents fur l,0(K.Mioles, 
and 0,000 or 7.000 draws is a good day's 
^york. I jiay ;i"> cents per 1,000 draws for 
horse bruslius, and haye had girls earn SO 
a week. Uirls are peculiar, though. I had 
one girl lately who had no trouble in earn- 
ing .T'.t a week, but all of a sudden she 
dropped to -ii When 1 asked her what the 
trouble was she turned up hor none and 
said 'she didn't have to work any more, sho 
iivas going to get married.' " 

In maidng tooth-brushes the bristles are 
wired the same as in a horse brush, except 
.the wire is very fine and the holes aro not 
bored through. They go nearly through, 
leaving a thin shell at tho back. 

After the holes aro bored they arc con- 
nected bj' a sawed line that sto|js just short 
of the biid, lliin liii, .ili,.-,viii,-: hinicc to ili, 
tho drawing and keep tluj wire Inddeu, The 
interstices arc then lillini with cement. Tho 
virtues of a good tooth-brush can lie pro- 
K(U-ved for a loiii; period by oliscrviiig care 
in shaking the water out after using and 
standing up so as to dry as quickly as pus- 
siblc. liy allowing the bristh^s to remain 
wet they swell and spread tho space made 
111 sawing until a section will splitolT, as 
•well as lose theii- life and strength, .^V ct- 
lain class of brushes are made without 
being sawed, if these are examined it will 
be seen tliat holes hay." been hoi-ed in the' 
brittle', end nf the handle, ami nicely |iliigged 
up. The wire is wm-l;ed llii-ough llii.'se 
holes, and it is claimed that this elTects the 
same n/sult as is secuied llirougli Iho sawed 
back. 

In 1.S70 a inaehiiie was iiateiited for mak- 
ing brushes. It folds tho bristles and forces 
them into tho liole by a twisting motion at 
the rate of a hole a second. The bristles 
an' fed from a melallie comb. The bristles 
an- seiiarati.'d anil doubled by a plunger 
that has a rotary motion and litorull}- scrows 
the bristles into tho brush. Some of the 
niachincs work in a string to hold the bris- 
tles, but if iliia breaks it can not bo re- 
puu'cd.

LIFTING HEAVY WEIGHTS. 1 

The Secret of the Success of Tophaiu, the 
Phenomenon. 
Topham lifted a weight of nearly three 
thousand pounds by tho use of the strength 
of his whole body, says tho St. Louis r;iohr- 
Demoerat. He stood with a well-balain-i d 
frame-work heavily loaded, and to raised 
by broad straps, two passing over his 
shoulders and two attached to a strong 
waistband. The lifting power was obiained 
by straightening his lower limbs almost 
straight just before lifting, and at the same 
limo slig'htly raising his sbouldeu-s. The! 
heavily loaded frame-work was thus riiiscd 
an inch or two, a very slight swaying 
movement showing the sin'ctators that it 
was really frou from all contLct with tho 
grnund. 

So pow(?f ful was Topham's frame for Ibis 
sort of work thai he was backed to pull 
against two Blrong dray horse--, Ids liody 
being in a hori/oiital position, and tin.' ]iuil 
of the horses bi.'iiifr resisted by the pressure 
of bis legs against a lixed iion/oiilal bar 
close to the gnmiul, so that theaetiiai was 
precisely the same as that employed in tho 
lifting experiment. 

Tlio secret of tlic great liftintr power of 
tlio legs ill such work lies in the fact that 
tho action has that exceedingly elTeeiive 
leverage which is employed in the Stanhope 
press, familiarly known— in fai't, foi- tins 
very reason— us "knee leverage." When 
the legs are nearly upi'ight llii; knees may 
be half a foot, perliaiis, from the position 
they take when tho legs aro straighleiiod. 
When they iiioyo through this half foot the 
body is not moved, perhaps, moro than half 
ail inch, consequently the power used in 
slraightoning tho legs is multiplied into a 
twelve-fold greater lifting power. It Is bo- 
luse of this iiowerful kneo-stralglitoning 
aetiiin that lifting exorcises aro apt to devel- 
op abnormally the muscles of the lower and 
inner end of tlio front thigh.

Mr. I. 15. Nasou, junior member for 
Cariboo district, who arrived tlown on 
Sunday night with his family from Bar- 
kervillo, exhibited yostenhvy to a Colon- 
ist ropresentativo a bar of gold about four 
inches long and one and one-half in 
width, weighing 10 minces, itnd contain- 
ing gold to the value of .SI 17. 'L'liis bar 
is the return from crushing live tons of 
ore from the Boise Co's. iiiinu in Conklin 
(iulcli. Only tho free g.ild (and tboii but 
75 per cent.) was saved. The couubii- 
tratea, of which about one and nno-qunrter 
tons wore secured from the five tons of 
rocks will bo treated by the goveriinuint 
smelter. They assay i^7o per ton. The 
ledge from which this ore was taktui is, al 
a ileiith of forty-live feet, over tsvenly 
feet in thickness. The four stamp mill 
which W'ls formerly in tho saw-mill at 
Richfield, has been erected right on the 
initio, and tho work of crushing would 
have been continued tlirouglnmt the win- 
ter had the H at or supply been siitlieient. 
As soon as sju'ing opens cnishing will re- 
comiiience and in the ineantiiiiH the work 
of opening U[) the iniiie cniitinnes. The 
shaft ia forty-livo feet in depth, ami :\ 
tunnel has been run in and cut the luilge 
at a depth of sixty five foot. The shaft 
will bo continued to this depth. Accord- 
ing to tho result of the cnisliinu' of the 
free-milling ore and the as.say of concen- 
trates, when in good working order the 
rock will yield a return of over §40 per 
ton. 

From thu old "Forrest" udno on the 
mountain between Conklin's (iuleh and 
Williams Creek, Mr. .lolm I'omoroy has 
taken a considerable ([uantity of ore which 
ho is now conveying from tlui mine to the 
test works, .-Assays and niillinix tests have 
shown the ore to yield over ,^20 ]ier ton, 
ll contains free gold and carries rich aul- 
phiirets, 

Veith & Dorhind have a quantity of ore 
from their quartz mine un Snow-Shoe 
mountain, in readiness to jiack to the 
government tost works in tho spring. 

The Is'and Mountain Co. have now on 
their dump seven lU' eight hundred tons of 
me, and ilr. Nason status that ho is as- 
sured of its rich character. Ho is confi- 
dent that when it is worked it will give 
handsome returns, having frei|uently 
iimde milling tests of the rock.

TKE OKANAGON HAILWAY. 

To THK EniToii: — I wish t-j say a few 
winds in tho c(/lumna of your paper, vrith 
regard to tho proposed Siiuswap & Okon- 
agon railroad, and the prospect of 'ita prov- 
ing to bo a paying concern to those invest- 
ing mmioy in it. 

Ai'.piirently, the energy and porsnver- 
ance disidayed by Mr. Luinby, in endea- 
voring to bring this matter to a successful 
conclusion, has not mot with tho success 
so far which it undoubtetUy deserves, tho 
[iroject not being in as forward a condition 
as was aiilici[)aled a few months ago. Tho 
great trouble seoms to bo that •Ciipittilists 
do not regard the order in council grant- 
ing a bonus towards construction as being 
at all secure until such time as it is rati- 
tied by act of parliament. It is, I auji- 
pose, perfectly certain that the "order" 
will be ratilied so soon as tho Dominion 
parliaineiit assembles, and thai we may 
expect to see actual construction begun 
next season. 

It strikes mo that our local governmont 
have made a great mistake in this matter, 
that is in givhkga lump sum towards con- 
stiuction, instead of a guarantee of .1 per 
cent, as was at tirat roijuestod. If 1 am 
not greatly mistaken as to tho nature of 
the guiuaiitce asked for, it was intended 
to 1)0 for a term of twenty years, and upon 

sum, sunielhiiig like 100,000, with 
tho underatauditig that should the road, 
at any time witliui the twenty years, pay 
over the i per cent, guaranteed, the over- 

I) lus would go towards reoiini)ing tho gov- 
ernment for any money already expended 
by Iheni, I think that I am fairly well 
aci|iiainted with the capabalities of this 
portion of British Columbia, and I feel 
perfectly JJsatislied that eventually tho 
province would not have boon out one 
cent upon tho proposed road, had tiny 
given the i>uarantoo as ro(|U08tod. It is 
very often a useless piece of work review- 
ing or complaining of |)ast events, but in 
tliopresoiit instance I do not consider it 
s.i, as tlu) province will likuly have the 
choice of coin SOS with other proposed 
roa.ls, jiiid u mistake once made need not 
lie a mistake repeated. If 1 can prove 
t his view of the matter to be correct, I am 
at 111.; s.iine time proviufj tho investment 
t. . he a paying one. 

I believe it is generally conceded by 
those who are authorities upmi railroad 
matters, that 81,000 per mile is ample to 
cover running ex[)ensos; that in the pre- 
sent insLtnco would mean .S,")J,()00, add 4 
por cent on ?1, 100,000, 4114,000; total 
.^!!to,O0O. Which would require, in order 
to pay running expenses and interest 23,- 
70(1 I.. lis of material at an average price 
of i= 1.00 iier ton, to pass over the road 
annually. 

Four dollars is no doubt rather high, 
but as tratlio increases it might be lower- 
ed. 1 will now endeavor, iia nearly as 
possible, to show the number of tons of 

freight that might bo carried over tho road 
were it at present in operation. At the 

same time it iniist be borne in mind that 
were lailfoail c.it.atructioti to begin next 
seasi'ii, before it would bo ready for trailic 
the pre.-eni production of cereals, vego 
tables, etc., would bo increased by fully 
one-third :

1 H ill now proceed to state more apeci- 
tically wherethe increased production may 

he expected to take place, and that with- 
out taking into consiileratiim at all tho 
ditlereiit milling camps, viz., Cherry, 
Ruck, (Iraiiite and Mission creeks, as th 
possibilities there are so great, in view of 
the probable developiiieiit of the i|uartz 
iiidiisl ry, that they can hardly be caleu 
lateil up.

In Ihu Spalluincheen valley pmiier, tho 
prairie land has been fairly well utili'/.ud, 
but as this does tiot exceed O.UOO acres at 
the outside, and the valley is estimated t< 
contain over 100,000 acres, the com para 
live future possibilities may be looked 
uiion as very great. -As wo a|)proaeh the 
I )k,ina.gon country, we lind the <|uaiitity 
of prairie land immediately a\uilal)le, but 
not yet utilized, niiich more extensive 
The Round Lake plat e.in hai fully l."),00<) 
u rea ready for the plough, A little fur- 
ther on and we timl Messrs 
O'Keefe and Greenhow on Swan 
Luke with crops respectively of 385 
and 'JOO tons of grain, chiefly wheat. This 
qiiaiitity theso gentlemen could easily 
clonlih', posaessiiig as they do most ox 
tensive ranches, with land of uii.nirpussed 
ipialily. In tho vicinity of Vernon, and 

II) 1 tho Coldstream valley, farming may ,i« 
yet 111' coiisi.lcred in its infancy. 1 think 
that I am putting it quite fairly in saying 
that within a radius of six miles of Ver 
noli, as much grain can he raised, as is at 
presoiii luiiduced in this whole district. If 
wo proceed to the Mission N'alley, 1 think 
that I am just as fair in siying that double 
I his (|Uantity could be produced in that 
section. Wo must admit that w heat pro- 
duction now has received a severe blow- 
through tho action of the Columbia Flour- 
ing Mill coni|)aiiy. Sixty cents offered 
per hiialiel, whilst ?l,15 was being paid 
111 the .Noilliwest, has completely shaken 
1 he coiiliduiiee of farmers, as to their re- 
ceiving a fair share of the ]»roflts of their 
labor. However, with the proposed road 
anil the prospect of competition, one year 
would be aufficiont to recover from the 
present, we hope temporary, atagnation 

But it is not grain alone that we dc 
peml upon. An Indian Worked for tho 
writer during the past season, who stated 
that lu) had an acre of land in melons 
alone, and that they always succeeded 
well with him. Some of tho farmers on 
the high land adjoining Spallumcheen 
have also been very successful in this 
iliroction. 1 may ineiilion the nauio of 
Mr. t!. I'aton especially, as raising num- 
bers of inagliiliceiit inelons. One water 
mehiu being weighed a few nionllis ago 
in Messrs. Cargill it Co.'s store oxccediiig 
;iO lbs. in ^veigllt. As 1 undoistand that 
large quantities of this fruit are imported 
yearly into tho province frmn California, 
wo might expect to work up quite a trade 
in this direction. I may also mention the 
beautiful tomatoes raiaod in tho Mission 
Valley, In hpeakiiig with Mr. Knox, ho 
stated that ho had "immense ciiiaulilios of 
tomatoes lying rotting upon the ground," 
and 1 can testify to their euporior quality,, 
having tried them. Tho same may be 
said of Mr. Christian's garden, thia gentle 
man's orchard being prtioularly referred 
to as a sight worth seeing, tho trees being 
propped iu all directions to bear tin im- 
mense loads of fruit. Two small plum- 
trees were spoken of particularly, . the 
narrat r stating that after he had picked 
sixty pounds of plums olf tho trees, it was 
impossible to see where they had been 
taken from, tho troea being atUl ao heavily 
loaded. Although not so mimerous, all of 
the old orchards do equally well. How- 
ever, within the past few years, thou- 
sands of trees have beun brought into the 
country, and the prospect of still more 
being brought here in the immediate 
future, 80 that within a few years, with 
the I ii'oper . meaus of transport, a larg ■ 
expert tratUb iui fruit may be expectiti 



froi;i this soition. As for vogotablos, 
upon the more prospect of a railway, im- 
nionso i|uaiiLii.ie8 have buuii niisud, fields 
of potatoes buiiig montioned as loft in tho 
ground for want of market. Vegetablea, 
too, of such superior quality and flavor 
that they would only require to be intro- 
duced to gain a foothold in any market. 

The quantity of hay that would bo 
available for export is so great that 
I would hardly like to mention 
it, 1 will therefore refer to one 
meadow only, although there aro many 
others. This ia what is commonly called 
tho Siiallumchoen slough, and eitenda 
from Okanagon to within a few hundred 
yards of tho Spallumcheen river, a dia- 
titnco of fully sixtean miles with an average 
width of 300 yards ; at tho least calculation 
fully 1700 acres of unsurpassed meadow 
land. This wli.de distance can be easily 
drained, and, wdiorover tried, timothy has 
succeeded wonderfully well, yielding be- 
tween two and throe tons per acre. 

There is in the (Jkanagon, Mission Valley 
and Spallumcheon districts, fully ten 
thousand head of cattle, of ■which one- 
third may be counted upon yearly for 
export, and this in a district that is es- 
pecially littod for winter fattening, and 
might bo expected to supply the lower 
country with fat stock during a season of 
tho year when stock of this description is 
piirticuhirly hard to lind, 1 will not take 
up space by luoiitioning lumber ponsibili- 
tiea, etc., etc., as I cunaidex that aulSeient 
has been said to convince any reasonable 
man that, long bofoie twenty yeara will 
have expired, tho projioaod road would at 
any rate yield from seven to ton per cent, 
upon the investment, and also that tho 
Province would be in a much better posi- 
tion by giving a guarantoo than it is at 
present.
